Text alerts available for Mackinac 


Bridge closures 


With the assistance of Mackinac County 911/Emergency 
Management, you can sign up now for Mackinac Bridge 
Authority (MBA) text updates when the bridge is closed for 
poor weather or high winds, and when it reopens. Mack- 
inac County 911, using its RAVE Alert System, will send 
updates and information from the MBA to users’ cell 
phones any time the bridge has a partial or full closure due 
to weather or other conditions. Messages also will be sent 
when a full closure is reduced to a partial closure or when 


the bridge reopens to all traffic. 


“For many years, the MBA has posted current closure in- 
formation on our website, www.mackinacbridge.org, but 
travelers aren’t always able to access this information 
when on the road,” said Bob Sweeney, executive secretary 
of the MBA. “We really appreciate Mackinac County 
911/Emergency Management’s willingness to use its sys- 
tem to notify bridge customers directly and quickly when 


closures occur.” 


There is no cost to receive these updates, aside from any 
texting fees from the participant’s mobile coverage plan. 
To opt in to this text alert system: 


1. Text “MacBridge” to 67283 


2. Users will receive a reply: “Welcome to Mac Bridge. 
Reply STOP MacBridge to Cancel. MSG & Data Rates May 
Apply MSG Frequency Varies,” verifying participation in 


the text alerting system. 


3. A second reply will follow: “Welcome to the Mackinac 
Bridge Text Alerting System. TO OPT OUT of this alerting 
system reply STOP MacBridge.” 

Mackinac County 911 also made this texting system 
available for notifications prior to the 2017 Annual Bridge 
Walk. At its peak, about 17,000 people signed up for those 
alerts. A separate text update program will be available

coming via notes attached to objects 
that were lobbed through a window on 
a door to an art room at the high 
school. The September threat also re- 
quired student evacuation but was di- 
rected strictly to the high school and 
not the other two buildings on cam- 
pus. 

“Upon evaluating the (January 24) 
situation, precautions were immedi- 
ately made and the decision to send all 
K-12 students home was made to aid in 
the search process,” Little stated in a 
media release, noting that law enforce- 
ment would remain at the school cam- 
pus throughout that night and 
continue to monitor the site in coming 
days. 

Once students and staff were evacu- 
ated, Little said a state police K-9 unit 
searched the campus for any materi- 
als on site that could have presented a 
danger. 

After the law enforcement search 
assured clearance at the campus, 
classes and extracurricular activities 
resumed a normal schedule the fol- 
lowing day. 

Little noted the “amazing Boyne 
City teamwork and communication” 
that allowed for what proceeded as an 
orderly early dismissal. 

“Parents, staff, students and emer- 
gency responders all acted as a team 
to put students into a safer place with 
a swift and smooth dismissal process,” 
Little stated, adding, “It goes without 
saying that Boyne City Schools contin- 
ues to work with law enforcement to 
find and apprehend the individual 
who continues to make such threats to 
our community,” Little added, urging 
anyone with information about the 
bomb threat incident(s) to contact po- 
lice. 

Earlier this week, district officials 
released a surveillance video taken on 
the school campus showing an indi- 
vidual wearing a hoodie walking in 
the vicinity during the time when the 
objects with the attached bomb 
threats are believed to have been 
thrown through the art room door. 

Boyne City assistant police chief 
Kevin Spate told the County News on 
Tuesday that the video generated 
“several tips” since its release and 
that law enforcement is currently fol- 
lowing up on those and continuing its 
investigation into the crime.

‘Groundhog Day’ has German origin 


According to tradition, if the 
groundhog comes out of his hole 
on Feb. 2 after a long winter nap 
and sees his shadow, he will re- 
gard this as an omen of bad 
weather and return to his hole. Six 
more weeks of winter can be ex- 
pected in such a case. 

If the groundhog comes out and 
the day is cloudy and he cannot 
see his shadow, he will take this as 
a sign of spring and stay above the 
ground. This means the winter 
will not linger. 

Since 1886, the world’s most fa- 
mous groundhog, Punxsutawney 
Phil, has been providing predic- 
tions about winter from his lare in 
Punxsutawney, Pennsylvania. 

The Groundhog Day event at 
Gobbler’s Knob in Punxsutawney 
has become a popular one in this 
country, sometimes drawing 
crowds of several thousand. And, 
of course, the results are broad- 
cast nationally. 

In 1993, a Hollywood movie was 
made starring Bill Murray and 
Andie MacDowell that centers 
around the Punxsutawney tradi- 
tion, popularizing the annual 
event that much more. 

It appears the groundhog day 
tradition in the U.S. has its roots in 
Germany, though the actual reck- 


oning of February 2 as a predictor 
of winter weather can be traced 
back to Scotland and England. 

There was a longheld tradition 
in England that if the weather on 
“Candlemas Day” was “fair and 
bright,” winter weather would re- 
main. If the weather was cloudy 
and rainy, though, winter was on 
its way out. Candlemas Day was 
February 2, a day set apart for the 
observation of Mary presenting 
Jesus at the temple when He was 
eight days old. 

Since Candlemas Day was cele- 
brated in the middle of winter, it 
was natural to use the day asa 
gauge each year for measuring 
how many weeks of winter was 
left. 

It is believed the Romans, after 
conquering the north country, 
brought the Candlemas Day tradi- 
tion back to the Teutons, or Ger- 
mans. They picked it up and 
concluded that if the sun made an 
appearance on Candlemas Day, 
the hedgehog would cast a shadow 
and that meant six more weeks of 
bad weather. This was referred to 
as “second winter.” 

Since the earliest settlers in 
Pennsylvania were German, the 
tradition continued there. And 
since groundhogs were prevalent

and reminded the Germans of 
their native hedgehogs, the 
groundhog became the method for 
determining the length of winter 
on Candlemas Day. 

The Germans even had a short 
rhyme: 

For as the sun shines on Candle- 
mas Day, 

So far will the snow swirl until 
the May. 

The Groundhog Day observance 
at Punxsutawney likely stems 
from this German tradition, espe- 
cially since the earliest records of 
the event always make reference 
to “the length of shadows.” 

The Punxsutawney Spirit news- 
paper is credited with printing the 
news of the first observance in 
1886: “Today is groundhog day, 
and up to the time of going to 
press the beast has not seen his 
shadow.” 

The first actual trek to Gobber’s 
Knob in Punxsutawney on 
Groundhog Day started in 1887 
and it’s continued every year 
since. 

Here are some other fun facts 
about the day and about ground- 
hogs: 

* According to legend, Punx- 
sutawney Phil was named after 
King Phillip. Before being called 


Phil, he 
was known 
as “Br’er 
Groundhog.” 

* The average groundhog is 20 
inches long and normally weighs 
from 12 to 15 pounds. Punx- 
sutawney Phil weighs about 20 
pounds and is 22 inches long. 

* Groundhogs are one of the few 
animals that really hibernate. Hi- 
bernation is actually a deep coma, 
where the body temperature drops 
to a few degrees above freezing, 
the heart barely beats, the blood 
scarcely flows, and breathing 
nearly stops. 

* Punxsutawney is located in 
western Pennsylvania, about 80 
miles northeast of Pittsburgh. 

* The name Punxsutawney 
comes from the Delaware Indian 
name that actually means “town 
of the sandflies.” 

* The “Groundhog Day” movie 
was not filmed in Punxsutawney 
but in Woodstock, Illinois because 
of easier accessibility. The actual 
Gobbler’s Knob is a wooded hill 
with a beautiful view; the Gob- 
bler’s Knob in the movie is in the 
town square but it was built to 
scale.
